Captain Falkenberg was a govern-

Hpchmeiater and John Popinghaus, 
all officials of tho Hamburg-American 
line on trial on charges of conspiring 
to deceive and defraud

States. 


Falkenberg's Testimony. 
The Burwin sailed from New York 
at 9:30 at night, August 16, ostensive- 
ly for Buenos Ayres with Popinghaus 
as supercargo and in charge. Taking 
up Captain Falkenberg's story there 
her movements were as follows1- 
"First Popnighaus ordered him to 
stay within the three mile limit after 
leaving Sandy Hook to avoid British 
cruisers, but later instructed him to 
steer for Cape Haquqe. There he was 
told to steam back and forth over 
sixty mile course, and finally at 6 • 30 ' 


in two hours' the Cape Trafalgar sank. 
German Official on Ship. 
"Popinghaus was aboard the Elea- 
nor Woermer at this time," Captain 
Falkenberg 
testified. "The Burwin 
later 
joined the Eleanor .Woermer, 
went to Rio Janeiro, got a cargo and 
returned home. She failed to reach 
Buenos Ayres, the port for which she 
cleared.". 
The government charged that the 
Burwin was the only one of the six- 
teen boats chartered by the defend- 
ants at a cost of two million dollars, 
to relieve German cruisers, which suc- 
ceeded in their errand. 
The others,' 
it is believed, were all captured before 
they reached the Germans.

Falfcenberg said that George Kotter, 
superintendent of the line, made him 
a present of $500 in return for his ser- 
vice, when the Burwin got back to 
New York.
